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Peace Conditions Germany 


Would Impose 
in Document 


Are Revealed 


Found in Trenches 


WITH THE FRENCH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, May 15 (By the Associated 
Press).—Germany's conditions of 
peace are clearly stated in a docu- 
ment found in a German trench that 
was recently recaptured by Entente 
Allied troops. A resume of the prin- 
cipal conditions, as given in an offi- 
cial translation, reads: 

“After the enormous sacrifices we 
have made of our blood and property 
we exact as a necessary minimum to 
the preservation and development of 
Germany, the following: 

“Belgium, especially the Flanders 
coast with Antwerp, is to remain un- 
der German military, economic and 
political dependence. 

“Liberty of the seas shall be pro- 
perly established for all nations, the 


Central Powers being allowed a com- | 


mercial fleet totalling 17,800,000 tons, 
while that of the Allies should amount 
to 10,900,000 tons, 

“Our colonies shall be returned with 
augmentation. 


“We are to have more numerous 
and stronger naval stations. 

‘The Longwy and Briey minefields, 
which furnished France its’ weapons 
for attack, shall become German, 

“Readjustments of the frontiers, 
particularly in the Vosges, are to be

“The former German Baltic prov-

SUBS. ARE SUNK 


U.8. and British Craft Destroyed 
When Hun Fleet Approached 
Finnish Port 


LONDON, May 16.—Russian naval 
omecials blew up their four American 
submarines before retreating from 
Hangow, in Southwestern Finland, last 
April, the British admiralty announc- 
ed tonight. 


Seven British submarines were also| 4 


destroyed when the German naval 
forces and transports approached 
Hangow. No one of the British ves- 
sels fel] into the hands of the enemy, 
the admiralty announced. The seven 
British submarines were destroyed 
during the five days from April 3 to 
April 8. The admiralty says the pro- 
ject of blocking the harbor by sink- 
ing ships in it had been rejected by 
the Russian admiralty. 

The effect of the destruction of the 
British submarines upon the crews of 
merchant vesscis was, however, the 
sume dispatch says, excellent and in- 
duced the destruction of many ships 
which would otherwise have fa!len in- 
to the hands of the enemy. 

Guns Dismanticd 


“The guns at, and near Hangow,” 
the admiralty announcement says, 
“had already » been “dismrantied; and 
upon the appearance of the German 
forces, the Russians retreated from 
the vicinity after blowing up their 
four American submarines. 

‘Four British submarines of Class 
E were taken outside the harbor of 
Helsingfors on April 3 and blown up 
and sunk. Three Class C boats were 
demolished between that day and 
April 8. Their crews were removed 
to Petrograd.” 

Were Frozen Fast 

LONDON, May 16.—All British 
submarines in the harbor of Helsing- 
fors were destroyed when the German 
naval forces approached the city be- 
cause it was impossible to get them 
away, owing to the fact that they 
were frozen fast, according to an ad- 
miralty statement tonight. The sub- 
marines which had been operating in 
the Baltic since the early part of the 
War, were blown up, together with 
their stocks of torpedoes, ammunition 
and other material. Their crews have 
arrived in England, having travelled 
by way of Mourmansk.

BELFAST, Ireland, May 16 (Toronto 
Telegram Special).—The police have 
taken every rifle in all Irish gun- 
smiths’ shops as a precaution against 
the acquiring of arms by rioters. Even 
Belfast shops are cleared out. General 
Bryon Mahon issued a further order 
prohibiting public meetings and pro- 
cessions in Dublin until June 14. 

Primate Crozier of the General Sy- 
nod of the Irish church, speaking in 
Dublin yesterday dealing with Home 
Rule and the opposition to conscrp- 
tion, said: 

“May God in His mercy forgive our 
misguided fellow countrymen whose

YUKON ELECTION 
CASE GOES BACK | 
TO COMMITTEE 


Resolution of Non-Concur- 
rence in Report Is 
Carried 


SOMEONE BLUNDERED 


This Is Contention of Laur- 
ier, Who Claims Settle- 
ment by Court 


OTTAWA, May 16.—The Yukon 
election case goes back to the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections, 
Following a discussion which lasted 
for a large part of the day and fol- 
lowing two divisions of the house, a 
motion of non-con¢urrence was adopt- 
ed, and the report of the committee 
returned for further consideration. 

The whole question arises on the| 
point whether overseas military votes | 
cast before nomination day in the Yu- 
kon, December 31, 1917, should be in- 
cluded. The committee had recom- 
mended that the case be presented 
either to the supreme court of Can- 
ada or to the judges of the supreme 
court of Ontario. When the motion 
of non-concurrence was presented Mr. 
Devlin moved an amendment of con- 
currence. This, after considerable de- 
hate, was negatived by 118 to 68. ‘Then 
Mr. Campbell, Nelson, Man., second- 
ed by Hon. W. 8. Fielding, moved a 
further amendment that the repor.| 
“be referred back for the purpose of | 
devising means of submitting the 
matter in dispute to competent judicial 
authority. 

This amendment was lost and the 
main motion expressing non-concur- 
rence was declared carried on divis- 
jon. On the Devlin amendment, Hon. 
W. 8S. Fielding voted with the opposi- 
tion. In the division in the second 
amendment, Messrs. Fielding, Camp- 
bell and Mackie, Edmonton, voted 
with the minority, 

In the house Mr. Tweedie, West 
Calgary, moved that the report of the 
committee on privileges and elections 
be not concurred in, but that it be 
referred back to the committee for 
further consideration and report. 
Once having been referred to the coni- 
mittee, in Mr. T'weedie's opinion, the 
question should have been disposed 
of by the committee. Reference to a 
stated case was impracticable, There 
was no suggestion as to who should 
prepare that case, 

E, B. Devlin moved an amendment 
to Mr. Tweedic's motion, to the ef- 
fect tnat the report of the committee 
on privileges and elections ke con- 
curred in.

RAINS FAIRLY 
GENERAL MOST 
PRAIRIE AREA 


Precipitation Has Come at Period 
Very Beneficial For Grain 
Crops | 


Winnipeg, Mey 16.—Rains have 
been fairly general over northern Al- 
berta, northern and centra] Saskat- 
chewan and western Manitoba, while 
heavy rains in southern and central 
Alberta have been followed by a snow- 


storm. It is raining today in many 
parts of the prairie, and indications 
@re that the precipitate area will 
cover southern Manitoba, where it is 
badly needed. 

With all the wheat in and a good 
start on seeding of coarse grains, no- 
thing could be more propitious than 
a general heavy rainfall. Owing to 
the very early spring, and the dry 
warm March, the land needed mots- 
ture to an extent unusual at this time, 
for although there is plenty in the 
ground, the top soll was very dry and 
on light lands there has been consid- 
erable drifting. Any anxiety on that 
score {s now relleved. 


‘Italians Torpedo 


|HUNS IN CALAIS ON 


Austrian Warship 
In Harbor of Pola 


Rome, May 16—‘‘Italian naval 
units, avoiding patrol boats and 
searchlights, succeeded in enter- 
ing Pola harbor early on Tuesday 
and in torpedoing an Austrian 
battleship of the Veribus Unitis 
type,’’ says an official announce- 
ment, 

“Simultaneously, Italian sea- 
plane squadrons attacked Austri- 
an battleplanes over Pola, brought 
down two and forced several oth- 
ers down out of control. The 
Italian machines all returned safe- 
ly to their bases.’’ 


There are four Austrian battleships 
of the Veribus Unitis class, which 
comprised the largest and most mod- 
ern fighting vessels completed for the 
Austrian navy up to the time the 
European war broke out, The other 
ships of the class are the Tegetthof, 
the Prinz Wugene and Szent Istvan. 

Each battleship of the class dis- 
places 20,000 tons, {s 625 feet long 
over all, 89 feet beam and 28 feet 
draught. The armament comprises 
twelve 12-inch and twelve 5,9 inch 
guns, in the main battery, with eigh- 
teen 11-pounders and various smaller 
guns from two to five torpedo tubes, 
The complement of the battleships 
ranges from 962 to 988 men, All are 
heavily armoured and afe classed as 
dreadnoughts,

The idea seems to be quite generally! 


held that it is ‘‘too cold” to grow smail| 


fruits here, The “cold winters” are) 
responsible for a good many failures 
but do not let us lay any more blame 
on the cause than is necessary, for we 
are gradually coming to recognize that 
our winters are not responsible for all 
the damage generally attributed to 
them and that the time will come 
when we will recognize that our cold 
winters are of the greatest blessing to 
the country. 

Anyway, the argument about the 
cold climate will not hold good as 
against our smal) fruits—strawberries, 
raspberries, currants and yooseberries. 
These are all natives of the country) 
and growing wild beyond the northern! 
borders of the province. It is a gen- 
erally accepted axiom in fruit grow- 
ing that where the wild fruits grow! 
the tame or cultivated varieties will) 
thrive. It may be that we will have to 
Overcome a few peculiarities or diffi- 
culties to be most successful, but we 
will gradually learn these. For in- 
stance, our wild fruits are nearly al! 
growing in the shelter of the woodland | 
ana it may be taken for granted that) 
protection In this form may be one| 
of the lessons to learn. However, in 
the city the protection of buildings, 
board fences, and the natural trees 
usually affords all the protection 
necessary, 

THE STRAWBERRY 

The first of the small fruits I will 
deal with is the strawberry: 

The Soil—The strawberry prefers a 
sandy loam, carrying considerable 
moisture anad plenty of plant foods. 
But it does well on a variety of soils 
and in general it may be said that any 
soil suitable for growing a good crop 
of potatoes will grow strawberries suc- 
cessfully. This means that practically 
any soil in or around the city that has 
natural drainage is suitable for the 
strawberry, A northern aspect is al- 
ways to be preferred. 

Manuring—The strawberry is a 
grass feeder and therefore needs 
plenty of plant food in the soil for best 
yields. Well rolled farm manure is 
the best fertilizer and need not be 
poverye with more than four inches of 
soll, 

Time to Plant—In this country the 
spring is the only time to plant. Where 
there is considerable moisture in the 
sojl and well developed are available 
planting in Jate August may be tried 
in the home garden. But the growing 
season {!s so short before severe frosts 
come that fal] planting cannot be 
generally recommended, If the land 
carries plenty of moisture in the 
spring, early planting gives the plants 
growing scason and hence 
wreater fey OIgP ee If, however, the 
ground is at all dry it is better to wait 
for arain. If planted in dry soil it Js 
necessary to water and this means a 
Jot of labor with Indifferent success 
too frequently, If the land is dry| 
when the plants are received they may 
be “heeled in'’ close together with 
earth between the roots. Where the 
watering can be done with little 
trouble unti] a suitable time comes for 
setting out, 

Well developed runners of the prev!- 
ous years’ growth only should be 
planted. It is always possible to know 
whether the plants are old ones or 
not. The roots of the old plants are 
black—-such plants should not be used 
fro starting a new bed. The young 
plants have white roots or they are 
often spoken of as golden colored 
roots, 

Methods of Planting—There are two 
systems—the hill and the matted row. 

The Hill System is adapted to the 
home garden, By it larger berries can 
be grown than by the matted row sys- 
tem, but usually the yleld wil! he 
emalier, The plant is to set out plants 
one foot from each other in rows two 
or two and one-half feet apart. All 
runners are kept off and the plant 
encouraged to become a_ very large

matted row system, The vows are) 
laid out three, three and one-half or 
four feet apart (the latter preferred) | 
and the plants set two feet apart in 
the row. Horse cultivation may pro-| 


when it must be made only in the four) 
foot spaces between rows. This culti- 
vation pushes the runners to the sides | 
where they root and by fall fill the 
spaces between the plants and make 
a matted row eighteen inches wide. | 
The runners or new plants should be 
about six inches apart in the row, 
This gives each plant plenty of room| 
in which to grow. All other runners 
should be destroyed as weeds. 

Trimming and Planting —If the 
plants have not been trimmed when| 
they arrive, it should be done before; 
“heeling in” or planting. First remove 
all dead and broken leaves and then 
all the leaves with exception of two or 
three of the last formed or newest 
leaves. Then trim up the broken roots 
—this {s most easily done by cutting 
about one-fourth to one-third off tho} 
end of all the root, It makes a moro 
compact root and one easier to plant. 

In planting, hold the plant in the 
left thumb and first finver, spreading | 
the roots fan-shaped sith the other | 
fingers, Use a small trowel or straw-| 
berry dibble to make a narrow open- 
ing into which the plant {fs placed and | 
the earth firmed against it. Another 
method !s for a man to open the 
ground with a spade, push the handle 
to one side and remove the spade. A 
boy inserts the plant, then the spade 
is put in about four inches to one side} 
of the first place and the earth pushed 
back against the plant. In planting, 
the points to watch are to see that the! 
earth is pressed firmly against the| 
roots and that the crown is level with 
the surface of the ground. | 

Winter Mulch—tThe best protection 
for the winter is a good coating of 
straw or slough hay sufficiently thick 
to prevent thawing and freezing. A| 
covering of snow will answer, but it 
cannot be depended upon. The cover- 
ing should be deep enough to hide the 
leaves. In an open winter a depth of 
eight inches of settied straw will not} 
be too much, but care must be taken | 
to prevent the plants being smothered 
in the spring, Besides protecting the 
crowns of the plants the mulch holds 
in the frost and delays the blooming 
of the plant until danger from late 
spring frosts is past. 

Renewing the Bed—The first year’s 
crop is generally considered the best. 
Some successful growers only take one 
crop and then plow up the bed. Many 
others take two crops. In that case a 
mower is run over the bed, and as 
soon as the cut leaves are dry enough, 
they are burned. If good and dry, all) 
the rubbish, as well as any insect peste, 
will then be destroyed, A farrow is 
plowed down each side of a row, leav- 
ing a strip of plants about a foot wide. 
Into this farrow is put a good coating 
of well rotted manure and the cultiva- 
tor started. The plants in the row are 
thinned and all weeds cut out. It will 
only be a short time until a vigorous 
new growth starts, which will bear a 
good crop the second year,

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Present ‘‘World Power’ Plans. 

A Copenhagen dispatch quotes 
some unnamed prominent member 
of the reichstag with an interview 
setting forth the conditions on 
which Germany would be willing 
to end the war and settle down to 
the task of assimilating its gains 
and preparing for the next drive 
for world power. 


The probabilities suggest that | 


this unnamed exponent of Kultur 
is telling more nearly the truth 
than is common with his kind, and 
the statement is worth attention 
as reflecting what purports to be, 
and likely is, the present view of 
Berlin as how best to promote the 
scheme of world conquest. 

The substance of this anony- 
mous, but likely-looking, an- 
nouncement is that Germany 1s 
willing to stop the war and devote 
itself to the pacific job of Ger- 
manizing Russia on condition that 
the Allies hand back the German 
colonies, nae ier 

That is likely enough true, 
though it comes from a source 
whence the truth is not to be look- 
ed for if anything is to be gained 
by lying. To emerge with the 
German possessions intact and the 
assented to 
all thé/leading! nations of the 
world—to exploit half Europe and 
Asia, would seem to be all Bern- 
hardi himself could expect to 
achieve by one war. 

There are two material reasons 
why the war cannot be ended on 
this basis if the Allies hope to con- 
iinne to exist as indepéndent na- 
tions. One is that the Allies can- 
not buy peace at the price of Rus- 
sia, however little Russia may de- 
serve saving at the cost of their 
blood and money. The other is that 
to hand back the German colonies 
and stop the fight would simply 
be to invite the Kaiser to make 
another try for world power with 
the same resources he had to work 
with before and the added advan- 
tage of the experience gained in 
this war. 

The conditions cn which it is 
suggested that Germany would be 
willing ‘to make peace are jgintly 
and severally the reasons why 
peace can never come on those 
terms. National in’ependence and 
personal security would: vanish 
from the earth if Berlin were dep- 
utized by the’ Allied nations to 
exploit the former German colo- 
nies, Russia and the most of Asia, 
for materials with which to wage 
another war for the mastery of 
the remaining portions of the 
world. 

The fate of the world hinges on 
the fate of Russia. However much 
the authors of Russia’s present 
predicament deserve hanging ra- 
ther than help from the Allies, 
and however little capacity for 
self-government the Russian peo- 
ple have shown, Russia must be 
restored or Germany wins both 
this war and the worse one that 
would be bound to follow. 

It has taken the united efforts 
of the Allied nations to keep Ger- 
many from crushing the life out 
of civilization and erecting a 
world-tyranny on the ruins of na- 
tional liberty. This in a struggle 
which Germany prepared for with 
the resources of only the Gerinan 
Empire, its allies and the German 
colonies, and in which the advant- 
ages of the colonies were lost the 
moment war was declared, 

Given time to absorb the 
strength of Russia and Asia into 
the military organism that has 
made this awful fight for the sub- 
jection of mankind with only the 
strength it drew from the least- 
resourceful quarter of Europe and 
decrepit Turkey, the war lords 
could chuckle at the ultimate suc- 
sous of their world-power propa

A Stay of Proceedings. 

Canadian papers which are more 
concerned to preserve pleasant 
dreams than to unearth unpleasant 
facts hail the ‘‘triumph’’ Lloyd 
George achieved when he per- 
suaded the members of the British 
House of Commons that they 
should not vote out his Govern- 
ment without knowing the whole 
truth about the Maurice charges. 
House of Commons 
did, and all that it did, was to give 
the Lloyd George Government the 
right to be considered guiltless 
until proven guilty, and to order 
a tribunal to find out whether it 
is guilty or not. If and when that 
tribunal finds that the facts do not 
substantiate the Maurice charges, 
Lloyd George and the British Em- 
pire will be due for congratula- 
tion on the disproof of allegations 
implying intolerable inefficiency. 
If the tribunal does not so find, 
the Lloyd George Government 
will be voted out of office by the 
House of Commons which refused 
to condemn it without trial. 

The finding of the tribunal will 
be either a triumph for Lloyd 
George or the final tragedy of his 
Government. The stay of proceed- 
ings granted by the House of 
Commons to allow the tribunal to 
hear the evidence is a ‘triumph”’ 
only for the British tradition that 
even a Government should be con- 
sidered innocent until it is proven 
guilty,

it to the incinerator? 

The food enntrol department has 
been administered consistently on 
the assumpt‘en that the Canadian 
people are wealthy envugh to eat 
what they please and wasteful 
enough to throw away what they 
ought to eat. 


to the facts that food prices have 
reached such an altitude that peo- 
ple in Canada have to eat the 
kinds of food which give ‘them 
most nutritive value for. the 
money; and that admonitions 
against waste of food fit to eat 
are no longer needed by anyone 
with sense enough to understand 
them. 

Canada’s Food Controller seems 
to be the only man in Canada who 
cannot understand that the rela- 
tive prices of foods has more to do 
with determining what and how 
much people shall eat than all the 
regulations the food control de-

On May 12th the Canadian Press 
telegraphic service sent out a dis- 
patch of which the following para:

The tenor of the dispatch was 
in such marked contradiction of 
previous cables sent to this side of 
the Atlantic by Premier Lloyd 
George and the dispatches quoted 
as being from General Haig, that 
it aroused some question, On the 
night of Monday the 13th Premier 
Borden gave out a statement say- 
ing that ‘‘The story reached Otta- 
“wa through the ordinary chan- 
‘‘nels and it was given to the 
‘*press.’’ A further dispatch from 
the war office was given out on 
Tuesday the 14th correcting the re- 
port of the 12thso far asits refer- 
ence to the United States forces 
was concerned but leaving un- 
changed that part which declared 
the position of the Allies was 
secure. 

In the face of these official dis- 
patches Premier Borden had the 
assurance to defend the action of 
his governmnt in stopping seeding 
operations throughout Canada by 
calling up the men employed, on 
the plea of immediate and extreme 
military urgency. If these dis- 
patches truly represent the situa- 
tion—and they are sent out by the 
authorities in charge for us— 
there is no sufficient warrant for 
his present enforcement of con- 
scription. If they do not truly re- 
present the situation, it isthe busi- 
ness of the head of the government 
of Canada to become aware of the} 
fact and to use all reasonable 
means to secure publication of the 
truth, so that the people will not 
be misled to their own destruction.

An Endorsation 
that Fails to Endorse. 


During his somewhat strenuous 
interview with the Ontario farm- | 
ers on May 14th Premier Borden | 
is reported to have read a tele- 
gram from the United Farmers of 
Alberta endorsing the action of 
the government. A _ reference to 
the Calgary dispatch of the 14th 
which reported the meeting of the

The vice- 
president told the Leduc farmers 
on the 8th that the president was 
absent in the United States, Clear- 
ly the alleged executive meeting 
and resolution were in response to | 
an $.0.58. call by the minister of 
agriculture for camouflage to pro- 
tect the premier on Tuesday. With 
largely attended meetings of pro- 
test being held at many points 
throughout the province, it would 
have been a piece of effrontary for 
the executive to pass a resolution 
of endorsation; even though of a 
negative character. ‘he evident 
hope was to weaken the force 
of the Ontario protest. But it did 
not have that effect. As a matter 
of fact there are no words in the 
resolution that can be construed 
as endorsing the action of the 
government. On the contrary 
while the government are not ex- 
pressly condemned it is made 
clear that (a) Production will suf-
